As  part  of  their  summer  proselytizing 
campaign,  Jews  for  Jesus  placed  adver¬ 
tisements  in  New  York  area  newspa¬ 
pers,  sent  a  direct  mailing  to  thousands  of 
area  Jewish  residents  and  aired  commercials 
on  local  radio  stations. 

These  advertisements  are  an  affront  to 
the  Jewish  community.  Jews  from  across  the 
denominational  spectrum  all  concur  that 
"Hebrew-Christianity"  or  so-called  "Messi¬ 
anic"  Judaism  is  not  Judaism  at  all. 

Jews  for  Jesus  is  a  major  Christian  group 
that  asserts  that  the  acceptance  of  Jesus  as  the 
Messiah  and  son  of  G-d  is  consistent  with 
Judaism.  Members  of  Jews  for  Jesus  observe

certain  familiar  rituals,  such  as  lighting  Sab¬ 
bath  candles,  praying  on  Saturday,  and  cele¬ 
brating  Jewish  holidays.  This  is  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  Jews  feel  comfortable.  But  in 
practice,  each  of  these  sacred  acts  is  given  a 
new,  Christological  meaning  that  distorts  its 
original  Jewish  significance.  (For  example, 
the  mikveh,  a  water-filled  pool  constructed  for 
immersion  is  now  used  to  baptize  Jews.)  Talli- 
tot  (prayer  shawls),  kippot  (head  coverings) 
and  Torah  scrolls  are  freely  used,  as  are 
Hebrew  terms  like  Shabbat,  mishpachah  (fami¬ 
ly),  chaverim  (friends),  simcha  (joy).  Such  use 
is  calculated  to  assure  prospective  converts 
that  they  are  not  renouncing  Judaism  by 


accepting  the  beliefs  of  Jews  for  Jesus.  Howev¬ 
er,  from  a  Jewish  perspective,  such  an  accep¬ 
tance  is  indeed  a  renunciation  of  Judaism. 

The  founder  of  Jews  for  Jesus,  Moishe 
Rosen,  grew  up  and  was  raised  in  a  secular 
Jewish  home;  he  converted  to  Christianity  in 
the  early  1950's.  Ordained  as  a  Baptist  minis¬ 
ter  in  1957,  he  worked  for  the  American 
Board  of  Missions  to  the  Jews  for  over  ten 
years.  In  1970,  he  broke  away  and  formed  h 
own  group,  which  he  named  "Jews  for  Jesus. 
Rosen  characterizes  Jews  for  Jesus  as  evangeli¬ 
cal  and  fundamentalist.  Jews  for  Jesus  is  gen-

Jrously  funded  by  Christian  evangelical 
organizations  and  individuals.  In  a  letter 
entitled,  "What  Evangelical  Christians 
should  Know  about  Jews  for  Jesus,"  and 
stamped  "Confidential:  Not  to  be  distributed 
to  non-Christians,"  Moishe  Rosen  writes, 
"We  consider  ourselves  to  be  an  arm  of  the 
local  church." 

In  this  country,  we  are  blessed  with  the 
right  of  freedom  of  speech.  With  that  right 
comes  a  responsibility  to  speak  out  in  defense 
of  our  religious  sensibilities.  We  need  to  be 
educated  Jews  in  order  to  discern  how  "Mes¬ 
sianic  Judaism"  is  an  inconsistent  and  insult¬ 
ing  aberration.  We  also  need  to  speak  out  and 
warn  other  Jews  not  to  be  taken  in  by  kindly 
women  talking  about  Shabbes  candles  and 
matzo  ball  soup. 

Rabbi  Kenneth  Stern  will  address  some 
of  this  material  in  his  course  "It's  not  our  mil¬ 
lennium...  but  it  is  our  problem"  on  seven 
Wednesday  evenings,  October  6,  20,  27, 
November  10, 17  and  December  1  and  8  from 
8  P.M.  to  9  P.M.
